nearly 24 hours, the Ohio river began fal'ing today. The 
indications are that it will continue to fall-slowly for the 
next few cU.ys. 


Columbus. April 2.—Completely cut off from 
the 


outside world for seven days, hemmed in by skirling 
currents at the junction of the Ohio and Muskinguin riv- 
ers and almost Avhollv inundated, the flood waters at a 
depth of from 10 to 18 feet, the city of Marietta today 
through the Associated Press learned that J. P. Morgan 
is dead, that Adrianople had fallen, that the Aliens had 
been executed, that Columbus and Dayton and even the 
entire state of Ohio were emerging from the worst flood 
in history, and that the flood waters which had wrought 
such havoc were still sweeping south Avhere a score of 
cities had been submerged. 
These and other things that have literally tumbled 


over each other in the current of events Avas real news to 
the city editor of Register-Leader, who succeeded in es- 
tablishing brief communication today with the Associa- 
ted Press. Under normal conditions, the Register-Lead- 
er receives the regular service of the Associated Press, 
but when the flood waters came up they were complete- 
ly cut off.
